ON CHILD LIFE 


_Environment the Big Factor in Mak- 


ing Good Citizens 
(Contributed) 


Man is a reasoning animal, which 
is considerably-m his favor implying 
as it does (if this alffity be not en- 
tirely latent) that he is amenable to 
good reason and competent to dis- 
criminate with more or less efficiency 
between good and inferior logic 

Most of you who are in this Great 


West have come here in search of | 


scope; comparatively few have been 
born right in the country. Many of 
you have faced difficulties. Many of 
you know what it is to stand alone. 
Those who have contended with the 
isolation of the northern stretches of 


this country know something of the} 


feeling of a homeless child. You 
may jest about your hardships but in 
the measure that you are a true west- 
erner you turn to the child to make 
its journey through life less sharp. 
Were the troubles of your boyhood 
any less sharp than those of man- 


hood; that flogging in school, the ab- [6 
ject misery and feeling of disgrace any.| f 


easier to bear than some of ‘your 
later difficulties: Were you more dis- 
appointed when the mine fizzled out 
than when the sugar, cake and pre- 
serves were, locked in the pantry? I 
venture the latter was the keener dis- 
appointment of the two—otherwise 
you were not built after the fashion 
of the great majority. 

The very helplessness and depen- 
dency of a child place it absolutely at 
the mercy of the adults in whose 
charge it remains. They have power 
to mould it into a worthy citizen—if 
they but truly understand it, or to so 
warp its character that it is a source 
of unhappiness to itself in particular 
and a menace to the community at 
large. 

The lack of true home life is back 
of nearly every wrecked life. You as 
Westerners know something of home 
life and something of the lack of it. 
You are therefore better fitted to 
judge of the cruel lack there s in the 
life of the homeless child. Blood 
counts but environment more so. The 
child in your home bears the stamp 
of the environment of that home.

air to the whole place. ‘This happens 
more in small cities than in the large 
ones, for the reason that in a large 
city people are not acquainted with 
each other and the rowdy element is 
more likely to behave itself, But in 
the small towns everyone knows 
everyone else, if not to speak to, at 
least by sight, and therefore feel more 
or less secure to do whatever they 
like. Unless under very careful man- 
agement and supervision, a skating 
rink has always the tendency to be- 
come noisy and rough, and when it 
does so it is immediately put down as 
“low” by large numbers of people who

‘glad and rejoice forever in that which 
‘I create” (Isaiah Ixv., 18). 
( The New Heavens and the Now 
' Barth are but symbolical terms for the 
beonsideration of that New Mra, in 
‘which there will be a new social or- 
der, as well as a new ecclesiastical 
‘system, eternal in the heavens. 
i The time has come when our text is 
having its fulfillment. The shining of 
'the lamp of Truth upon the prophetic 
page shows us that the great clock of 
‘the Universe is marking the hour 
when he whose right it is shall take 
to himself his great power and reign.

Now 2 parallel time has been reach. 

ed, as stated in’our text. Hence it is 

time for the return of God’s favor, as 
herein mentioned. The favor already 
is returning. ' 

The Jew has not been so comfort: 
able, nor so favorably fixed as he is 
to-day, in more than eighteen cen 
turies. But his blessing is only begin. 
ning. Shortly Divine favor, in God's 
due time, will accomplish for his 
Chosen People all the previous pro- 
mises of the Law and of the Pro. 
phets. Already the Jew is awakening 
to a realization of this grost ‘ruth. 
Zionism, which started as a politica 
movetnent, is about to bud and blos 
som into a religious movement and 
the blessing of Divine Providence wi! 
so order their affairs. The words of 
the Book, the words of Divine pro- 
mise, so leng read ignorantly and 
blindly, are about to become luminous 
and constitute the light which will 
direct them in the ways of the Lord— 
leading on to tho rehabilitation of 
Jerusalem and to the attainment. ot 
loftier ideals amongst the Jewish peo- 
ple.

in the Law and. by the Prophets. To 
all those exercised thereby a great 
blessing is near, which will more than 
compensate for the sorrows of the 
past. Neither by sword, nor guns, 
nor dreadnoughts, neither by flying 
airships, nor torpedoes. will Israel’s 
great victory bo won, neither by 
money power and worshipping of the 
golden calf of finance, nor by trusting 
in the arm oi flesh, but by looking to 
the Lord, from whom will come their 
help. 

Messiah’s Spiritual Empire, about to 
be established, will bind Satan, re- 
strain every evil and lift up a stand- 
ard for the people, blessing Israel and 
establishing with them tne New (Law) 
Covenant instead of the Old Law Cov- 
enant—under the better Mediator, still 
more capable than the great Moses; 
under the greater King, still more wise 
than Solomon and still more beloveri 
of God than David. This great Celes- 
tial Empire. will be established with 
great authority in the world by a time 
of trouble, a time of earthly distress, 
which the prophecies picture as tere- 
ble—a short reign of unarehy. Jews 
and Gentiles will be responsible, rich | 
and poor, for the bringing to pass of | 
this awful trouble, by renson of the 
selfishness which at present is govern- 
ing the world and which will be used 
of the Lord to wreck our present grant 
civilization—grand at least on its sur- 
face and in its aspirations and preten- 
sions.

rand ecetesiastical bonds of similar na- 


turo will only aggravate the strife. 
Vinancial weights and levers will have 
much to do with the great crash of 
the forces of civilization in this near- 
approaching cataclysm of trouble, in 
which the reign of sin, inequity, in- 
justice, selfishness, shall forever fall, 
to rise no more; and the present re. 
ligious systems also shall be found 
wanting and pass away. [or these 
old system, symbolically the heavens 
and earth of the present time, will be 
substituted the New Heavens and the 
New Karth—the Church glorified be 
yond the vail as the Bride of the 
great Messiah, and, Society on earth 
reorganized, will constitute the New 
Barth, wherein will dwell righteous. 
ness. The transition will be but a 
momentary ordeal, as compared with 
the glorious eternity of blessing under 
Messiah's righteous supervision. ‘He 
maketh wars to cease unto the end ot 
the earth.” 

The perplexing thought with our 
Jewish friends, as well as with Chris- 
tinns, is, If these things be so; if Mes- 
siah’s Kingdom is yet to be establish- 
ed, as the Jews contemplated, only 
on a spiritual plane instead of aon 
earthly one; and if God’s purpose is to 
uso those anciently favored people as 
the channels of his blessing in the 
future, why has there been so long 
delay? 

We answer, This is what the Scrip- 
tures term The Mystery—the matter 
which ,God did not reveal directly, 
sither to Abraham or through any. of 
the Prophets. Indirectly he hinted at 
it, saying to Abraham, “Thy Seed 
shall bo as the stars of heaven, and as 
tho’ sand of the seashore for multi- 
tude.’”?’ But Abraham did not discern, 
nor did others, that these two illustra. 
tions belonged, not to the same peo- 
ple, but to two different Israels. The 
earthly promises belonged to natural 
Igrael. Mventually all mankind, bless 
ed under the Messianic reign, will be- 
come Israelites—of the Seed of Abra- 
ham. Thus Abraham’s “Seed shall be 
as the sand of the seashore for multi 
tude.”’ And they must all have nee 
faith of Abraham and his obediencd. 
ere they can reach perfection as mem- 
bers of his Secd: First. in: the order 
of blessing will come the Ancient 
Worthics—Abraham, Isaac, Jacob and 
all the Prophets and holy ones of the 
past. These will be raised from the 
dead by the power of God—not imper- 


fect and fallen, but perfect; fully up’ 


to all the glorious ideas of their minds 
aforetime. This will be their reward

sight. Thus we read, Instead of be- 
ing the fathers, they shall be the chil- 
dwa, whom Messiah will make princes 
in all the earth—his representatives in 
wer, in rulership, in authority 
Peakns xlv, 16). At that time the 
biessing shall return to Israel] that has 


been taken from them.for more than 
eighteen centuries—God’s special fa- 
vor. Under their New Covenant they 
shall be blessed; their eyes shall be 
opened; “they shall look upon him 
whom they pierced’’; they shall mourn 
for him: they shall rejoice in him. 
They will say, This is our ruler. We 
have waited for him, and ‘he will*save 
us (Zechariah xii, 10). 

With shame true Christians must 
admit that mest atrocious crimes were 
committed in the name of Jesus dur- 
ing the “ Dark Ages.” Worse than 
that! The horrible misrepresentation 
of all that the name of Jesus stands 
for still continues. Witness, for in- 
stance. the injustices practiced in the 
name of Christianity against the Jew 
in Russia for years past, and in vari 
ous nations in remoter times. Witness 
the fact also that only two months 
ago the so-called Christians of Rou- 
mania acted like veritable demons to- 
ward their Jewish neighbors. Weli- 
authenticated accounts tell that the 
Jcwigh cemetery was despoiled. Many 
of those buried within the two preced- 
ing months were dug up and the pu- 
trid and mangled corpses thrown on 
the steps and in the door-yards of 
their families. Can we wonder that 
the Jew has come to have a hatred for 
the word Christian and for the name 
Jesus? 

The name Jesus,:as is well known, 
is but another form for Joshua, which 


is the Greek equivalent for the word 
Messiah. Lvery Jew, rightly informed

that while the masses of Christendom 


doctrines and practices, there has been 
throughout the entire age a saintly 
few who have closely followed in the 
footsteps of Jesus. 

In my preaching I do not urge upon 
the Jews to become Christians; but I 
seek to hold forth the Divine standard 
for them and to assist them to get 
ready for the fulfillment of the glori- 
ous promises which are theirs.

As The 
Prophet declares, “They shall look up- 
an him whom they pierced”; they 
will then ses the identity between the 
Jesus who-was sacrificed for the sins 
of Israel and. the world and the Mes- 
siah of Glory, whose Kingdom will use 
Israel in the bessing of the world. 

Meantime, what has God wrought? 
Ah, this, again, we say is the Mys: 
tery! Here and there from Jew and 
Gentile, saintly characters have been 
sought and found by the preaching vi 
the message of Christ, even though 
that message frequently was dimmed 
by earthly imperfections and blem- 
ishes—by erroneous representations. 
Those saintly ones will be sharers 
with Messiah in Divine blessings: on 
the spirit plane,. mentioned to Abra- 
ham. under tho figure that his “Seed 
shall be as the stars of heaven.” Bus 
under what conditions do these attain 
a spiritual inheritance like unto the 
angels and far above them? We un- 
swer that the spirit nature is the di- 
vine reward of a special obedience 
Our race was not created on the heay- 
enly plane nor for a heavenly nature; 
but of the earth carthy. And its sale. 
vation from sin will bring it to. the 
full perfection of human nature and 
to the full enjoyment of a world-wide 
Eden. Tho Spiritual Seed of Abraham 
is to be composed of Messiah and the 
Vlect Little Flock of saintly footstep 
followers. The price of their exalta- 
tion is their consecration unto death 
and faithfulness to that Vow. These 
are the Jewels mentioned by the Lord 
to the Prophet—“Gather together my 
saints unto me, said the Lord; those 
who have made a Covenant with ma 
by sacrifice’; “They shall be mine, in 
that day when 1 make up my jewels.”

IS SECOND FRUIT 
CROP IN COLORADO 


Grand Valley Exhibiting Curious 
Freak of Naure — Apples and 
Pears Bloom Again. 


Grand Junction, Colo, Nov. 4. — 
Through some strange natural phen- 
omenon the Grand Valley is getting 
ready for a second. harvest of fruit and 
vegetation... Elbertas are in bloom, 
pears and apples are again blooming, 
and if the weather man will only in- 
sure two months more of good grow- 
ing weather, the Grand Valley. will 
agree to produce a second crop of 
fruit within the present year. 

On some of the apple trees the 
blossoms are sprinkling forth, while 
the ripe fruit is being taken off. [n 
the cantaloupe fields melons are again 
being taken off, the second crop. of 
the season. 

‘lhere has been but one heavy frost, 
which so far has failed to affect the 
trees, although it is likely to finish the
